REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 3-35, 37-44, 97-98 are allowed. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record specifically Teeuwen et al (Pub. No.: US 20010038462) fails to suggest or 
disclose the collective features of the invention such as: " a first remaining memory detection 
unit connected to the first memory unit for detecting a remaining amount of memory in the first 
memory unit: an execution unit connected to said receiving unit for initiating the second image 
forming unit for the collaboration print job only after an entire portion of a predetermined size of 
the transferred image data for the collaboration print job is stored in the second memory unit" 
These features along with the rest of the claim's limitations would render claims allowable.
